Within a short time you are going to 
be called on by a representative of the 
county organization and asked to join 
the Greater Farm Bureau. The cam­ 
paign starts in Pettis county on Janu­ 
ary 5th. What will you say? We hope 
that your answer will be “Yes.” 
2ut before you make up your mind 
you have a right to know what the or­ 
ganization will be, first, by the plan, 
what it is; second, by what it is accom­ 
plishing elsewhere. 
The work of the State Farm bureau 
will be divided into three great divis­ 
ions—educational, marketing and leg­ 
islative. 
The program of these three divisions 
is too extensive to be gone into a great 
detail here. It includes work to solve 
every problem which now confronts 
you—crops, live stock, prices, labor, 
buying—each subject handled by the 
most experienced men we can find. We 
can best cite examples of what actually 
has been done along these lines in other 
states, notably Illinois. 
There, the educational work on crops, 
soil and live stock has been carried far 
beyond anything that has been before 
attempted, because they had sufficient 
funds to go at this work as it should be 
gone at—conducting investigations and 
hiring real experts with practical 
knowledge who can show how to put 
extra dollars into the farmers own 
pocket. 
Along the lines of marketing similar 
great advances have been made. Illi­ 
nois wool was this year sold through 
the association at an average of 65c 
per pound as against 45c which is the 
highest price offered for average 
grades by the brokers before the farm 
bureau took it up. This is but a typi­ 
cal example of what you can expect in 
actual cash returns from the marketing 
division of our own Farm Bureau, not 
only on wool but other farm products. 
In regard to legislation, a legislative 
committee was maintained at the state 
capitol which saw to it that the farm­ 
ers got a square deal from the legisla­ 
ture. They succeeded in passing at the 
last session every bill of which they ap­ 
proved and killing every bill to which 
they objected. 
This is what our Farm Bureau will 
do, if you furnish them the organiza­ 
tion and means with which to do it. 
These are definite, tangible things 
which you will get for an investment of 
a few dollars in the farm bureau. 
There is nothing mysterious or hidden 
about the whole proposition. This is 
not a pet scheme of any one man or any 
group of men. 
We farmers are merely building the 
same strong substantial far-reaching 
sort of an organization that exists to­ 
day in manufacturing, marketing and 
labor fields. 


Think of the power of 200,000 Mis­ 
souri farmers working together. With 
this power we can accomplish any fair 
legitimate object which you attempt. 
You cannot shoulder this responsibili­ 
ty onto your neighbor. If you do not 
join this organization, you have no 
right to ask the next fellow to do it. 
Every farmer who refuses to join 
weakens the organization by just so 
much. You have a personal responsi­ 
bility in this matter. You know that 
this great work we have outlined is 
absolutely essential if farming as a 
whole is to become what it ought to be 
—the most pleasant, profitable occupa­ 
tion in the world. 
It is a critical time. Farmers are 
either going forward or going back­ 
ward, and whether they do go forward 
or go backward depends on you. When 
the representative calls say “Yes.”

E arnin gs Cut By Strikes. 
Washington, Jan. 2.A substantial 
retduction in railroad earnings for 
the months of November and De­ 
cember was forecast by Director 
General Hines. 
In a resume of 
conditions resulting from the coal 
strike Hines asserted that losses lo 
the public from the stoppage of 
mine labor would total millions of 
dollars. 
“There is the further unfortunate 
effect,” lie continued, “that railroad 
operations for November aud De­ 
cember, and perhaps for a substan­ 
tial period thereafter, will entirely 
lose their value as a measure of 
current railroad earning capacity.” 
The railroads 
employed 
every 
precautionary means at their com­ 
mand in defeating increased cost 
of operation during the strike., the 
director general said, but strike 
conditions developed new and in­ 
tricate problems. 
Extra hauling of 
coal to avoid famines, extra term i­ 
nal charges for hauling the added 
burden and a heavy reduction in 
revenues resulting from the cessa­ 
tion of new’ coal shiuments com­ 
bined to cut the net operating re­ 
turns. it was explained.

Within a short time you are going to 
be called on by a representative of the 
county organization and asked to join 
the Greater Farm Bureau. The cam­ 
paign starts in Pettis county on Janu­ 
ary 5th. What will you say? We hope 
that your answer will be-“Yes.” 
But before you make up your mind 
you have a right to know what the or­ 
ganization will be, first, by the plan, 
what it is; second, by what it is accom­ 
plishing elsewhere. 
The work of the State Farm bureau 
will be divided into three great divis­ 
ions—educational, marketing and leg­ 
islative. 
The program of these three divisions 
is too extensive to be gone into a great 
detail here. It includes work to_solve 
every problem which now confronts 
you—crops, live stock, prices, labor, 
buying—each subject handled by the 
most experienced men we can find. We 
can best cite examples of what actually 
has been done along these lines in other 
states, notably Illinois. 


There, the educatiinal work on crops, 
soil and live stock has been carried far 
beyond anything that has been before 
attempted, because they had sufficient 
funds to go at this work as it should be 
gone at—conducting investigations and 
hiring real experts with practical 
knowledge who can show how to put 
extra dollars into the farmers own 
’pocket. 
Along the lines of marketing similar 
great advances have been made. Illi­ 
nois wool was this year sold through 
the association at an average of 65c 
per pound as against 45c which is the 
highest price offered for average 
grades by the brokers before the farm 
bureau^ took it up. This Js but a typi­ 
cal example of what you can expect in 
actual cash returns from the marketing 
division of our Farm Bureau, not only 
on wool but other farm products. 
In regard to legislation, a legislative 
committee was maintained at the state 
capitol which saw to it that the farm­ 
ers got a square deal from the legisla­ 
ture. They succeeded in passing at the 
last session every bill of which they ap­ 
proved and killing every bill to which 
- they objected.

This is what our Farm Bureau will 
do, if you furnish them the organiza­ 
tion and means with which to do it. 
These are definite, tangible things 
which you will get for an investment of 
a few dollars in the farm bureau. 
There is nothing mysterious or hidden 
about the whole proposition. This is 
not a pet scheme of any one man or any 
group of men. 
We farmers are merely building the 
same strong substantial far-reaching 
sort of an organization that exists to­ 
day in manufacturing, marketing and 
labor fields.

Think of the power of 200,000 Mis­ 
souri farmers working together. With 
this power we can accomplish any fail- 
legitimate object which you attempt. 
You cannot shoulder this responsibili­ 
ty onto your neighbor. If you do not 
join this organization, you have no 
right to ask the next fellow to do it. 
Every farmer who refuses to join 
weakens the organization by just se^ 
much. You have a personal responsi­ 
bility in this matter. You know that 
this great work we have outlined is 
absolutely essential if farming as a 
whole is to become what it ought to be 
—the most pleasant, profitable occupa­ 
tion in the world.. 
It is a critical time. Farmers are 
either going forward or going back­ 
ward, and whether they do go forward 
or go backward depends on you. When 
the representative calls say “Yes.”

EXPRESSIONS BY 
EDITORS ON FARM 
BUREAU MOYE 


The most accurate and depend­ 
able method of testing out the pub­ 
lic pulse is by listening in when 
the newspaper editors talk. 
Their 
expressions from time to time on 
all matters of public import con­ 
stitute an infallible barometer of 
public opinion after the news of 
the day has been distributed, di­ 
gested, sifted and sorted to the last 
clean kernels. The composite find­ 
ings of a group of editors in a coun­ 
ty or a state reflect, clearly and 
accurately, the inner workings of 
the public mind. 
In connection with the 
growth 
and development of 
the 
farm 
bureau movement it is interesting 
to study the expressions emanat­ 
ing ‘from the daily and weekly 
press. That the agricultural press 
would -eapouse the cause and favors 
it with their influence was to be 
taken for granted. 
In Iowa 
thet 
secular press has been quite 
as 
prompt and responsive as the farm 
papers, and their almost universal 
approval is abundant justification 
for the movement For, as previous­ 
ly intimated, the 
press 
seldom 
misses the mark. 
The following 
paragraphs are from Iowa papers 
where the movement has 
taken 
hold to the number 
of 
115,900/ 
farmers. 
The Iowa Homestead, evidently 
believing in the need of concerted 
effort on the part of agricultural 
workers, says “every land owner 
and every tenant ought to belong 
to this organization, or if not to 
this organization to some other or­ 
ganization that is nationally 
or­ 
ganized.” 
After Conceding 
the ’ 
value of a large number of asso­ 
ciations of one kind and another 
which are largely “local in their 
character,” it explains—“the farmer 
should be identified with a nation­ 
ally organized body interested In 
agriculture, so that his sentiments, 
can be voiced not only in local and 
state matters, but also in national 
and international affairs.” 
A limited field with boundless 
opportunities 
for 
exploitation 
thru the farm bureau movement 
is visioned by Wallace’s Farmer. 
The belief is expressed that great 
accomplishments are possible be­ 
cause—“the membership is so rep­ 
resentative and so large that there 
will be no question about raiding 
just as much money as may 
be 
needed to do whatever ought to be 
done on behalf of the 
farmer.” 
This membership, goes on to state 
—“is thoroughly 
representative, 
reaching into every township, in 
those states in which they have 
been well organized.” 
That har­ 
mony will prevail seems likely as—- 
“this movement is not the 
out­ 
growth of discontent or 
special 
grievances, and, therefore, is not 
political or wedded to same special 
reform which sooner 
or 
later 
might cause dissension in the mem­ 
bership.” 
When its 
asserts 
that—“farm 
bureaus organized into a mighty 
national organization will stay the 
progress of radicalism in this coun­ 
try.” 
The 
Mt. 
Pleasant 
News 
voices a sublime confidence in the 
sound and calm judgment of the 
nation’s rural citizenry. 
“One of the best things the twen­ 
tieth century has brought to the 
State of Iowa”—pithily * declares 
the Burlington 
Hawkeye. 
The ' 
Woverly Democrat, is sure 
“the 
farm bureau of the state is doing 
a wonderful work,” and thinks the 
reason is because “it devotes its 
energies to helping the farmer.” 
“It is a great movement and it 
is being backed by leading farm­ 
ers a1 over the country”—asserts 
the Malvern Leader. 
The Osage 
News is of the opinion that if the 
farmers problems ire to be solved 
it is up to him to do the solving— 
“the question of a farm bureau 
federation lies with the farmer him­ 
self. 
The banker, lawyer, manu­ 
facturer or merchant cannot solve 
the problems that the fanner is 
tip against any more 
than 
the 
farmer can solve the financial or 
industrial problems of the business 
man.” 
In this respect the farm bureau 
movement has been 
clean 
and 
above criticism. The press appre­ 
ciates it and expects it to be kept 
unsullied in the future. 
After 
touching on some problems that be­ 
set the way of agriculture the Cen­ 
terville Iowegian 
decides 
that 
“when the farmer gets organized 
he will use the power of organiza­ 
tion for just ends,* ’and it voices
